At the early age of fourteen, she at- 
tended with her mother, a mighty re- 


vival conducted by the late Evangelist °

torium in Canton, Ohio, Many of us 
have heard her relate many times 








how faithfully the Sword of the Spirit 
pierced her soul that night, and when 
the invitation was given she rushed 
from her seat, the last one in the 
great balcony, and made her way 
swiftly through aisles and corridors to 
the altar of prayer. As she prayed and 
sobbed aloud, one woman tried to tell 
her she was just a child, didn’t have 
any sins to repent of; but another 
good saint of God urged her to pray 
until she knew her sins were gone, 
and this is what’ she did. Shortly aft- 
erward, she received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. 


While still in high school, she re- 
ceived a definite call from the Lord 
to the mission field. She worked eag- 
erly to prepare herself, graduating 
from Findlay Bible School, Findlay, 
Ohio. For several years she engaged 
in opening pioneer works in new 
fields. Then at the young age of 
twenty-two, under the auspices of the 
Assemblies of God, she set sail for Li- 
beria, West Africa, thus fulfilling the 
call of the Lord. During the three and 
one half years spent there, she 
traveled 3,000 miles by foot and ham- 
mock, preached in thirty-two tribes, 
established many churches, and was 
used mightily by the Lord. She broke 
all precedents’ with her traveling 
evangelism, and not until after nine 
months of her ministry there were 
over did her superiors discover that 
she was traveling instead of teaching 
at the mission compound. But there 
were sO many new faces representing 
inland tribes, so many new souls with 
brilliant testimonies for Jesus, that 
the question arose, “Who brought you 
the gospel?” The natives proudly 
pointed to Sister Kinsley saying, 
“This is our missionary. She brought 
us the story.” Praise God for one who 
was not afraid to launch out on the 
great promises of God! 

Ever since her return to the States, 
the recounting of her many glowing 
experiences, the marvelous works and 
miracles wrought by the Lord, were a 
never-ending thrill to her listeners, 
giving great proof of God’s great 
power. 

On January 26, 1936, Sister Kinsley 
became ‘a member of the Church of 
God here in Canton, where, since 
then, she has held no less than seven 
revivals. God blessed her ministry 
throughout many states, giving her a 
great multitude of souls for her hire. 
She was dearly loved by all who knew

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SCHOOL FACING SUIT ON HYMNS 

The board of education of San Francisco was told that it 
faces a possible lawsuit because kindergarten pupils are 
taught to sing a song of thanks to God during the mid- 
morning milk recess. 

Simultaneously, it was indicated that a test may also be 
made of whether grammar school students can be required 
to sing Christmas carols in schoolrooms. 

Irving W. Breyer, legal adviser to the board said that the 
parents of a child at Alamo Grammar school, had protest- 
ed the child’s singing of the following song: 

“We thank Thee, God, for food we eat 
For family and friends we meet; 

For books we read and songs we sing, 
We thank Thee, God, for everything.” 

The protest, Breyer said, was based on provisions of the 
State constitution, educational code and the city charter 
which prohibit the teaching of sectarian or denominational 
doctrines in common schools. The parents presumably are 
atheists. 

He told the board, however, that in his opinion the song 
in question did not violate the law because it only referred 
to God and not as a sectarian teaching. 

The fierce enmity of the human heart toward God is 
certainly manifested when it seeks by a lawsuit to prevent 
children in kindergarten learning a song of thanksgiving 
to God for temporal mercies. “Haters of God” are on the 
increase (Rom. 1:30).—Light and Liberty.

RESTORE FAMILY PRAYERS—BRING GOD INTO 
YOUR HOME

God called Abraham out of Ur to make him and his both 
a home and a church. The first home was also the first 
church. Abraham built a home altar where he worshiped 
God. 

Since that day, the home and the church have been in- 
separable. If the home fails, in like proportion the church 
fails. The home and its religion is therefore a most im- 
portant factor determining the success of the church. 

In the denomination to which I belong (Reformed 
Church) one of the oldest in the country, it was required 
that the minister, with one of his elders, visit every family 
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in his congregation every three months, just before com- 
munion. The family was assembled to meet them. The pas- 
tor questioned every one of its members, young and adult, 
about their religious life, then read a passage of Scripture. 
He or the elder, or both, and sometimes members of the 
family, led in prayer. They started out early in the morn- 
ing and had dinner with the family where they happened 
to be, and worked until late in the afternoon. 

This was practiced up to one hundred years ago. The 
custom gradually declined, continuing longest in the rural 
districts. The family could no longer be assembled in the 
daytime, and elders could not be found who felt that they 
had the leisure to go with the minister. 

These visits were without doubt a great stimulus to the 
religious life of the family and an encouragement to family 
worship. Since this requirement has been abandoned, the 
family has no religious contacts, except the pastoral calls, 
which far too often are merely social. 

In my youth, practically every church family had morn- 
ing prayers and evening prayers, and grace at the table. 
This is largely past. We must admit there are reasons for 
this. In this modern day the family is rarely tozether dur- 
ing the day or even in the evening. 

There is therefore very little family worship in the mod- 
ern home. I have traveled some in my ministry, and have 
been entertained in many professed Christian families. Be- 
ing a minister, I was asked to say grace at the table, but 
nothing more. 

Children are not taught to pray. A teacher in one of my 
parishes had a class of thirteen boys, all from Christian 
families, and in a lesson on prayer, she asked how many 
had prayers at home. None did. Then she asked how many 
prayed every day. Only one did. 

If God is not good enough to pray to and be worshiped 
in our homes, He does not have much influence in our lives. 

Religion is an everyday matter. It must be available for 
the needs of the day. Man needs a retreat to which he can 
go with his griefs and sorrows, his tasks and cares, his 
problems and difficulties. He needs a place to cure his 
soul, a place where he can come into quiet contact with 
God. That place is the home. 

If we again erect the family altar, and invite God to meet 
with us there, we will soon usher in the dawn of peace and 
truth.

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Palestine and Prophecy

Why are the Jews returning to Pal- 
estine? Is that not the. fulfillment of 
the Scriptures? 

In 1867, there were not more than 
10,000 Jews in the whole of Palestine; 
today there are over 600,000. The “Pal- 
estine Restoration Fund” was organ- 
ized several years ago, and from all the 
world money was sent. Millions 
of dollars have been used to buy 
all the land the Arabs would sell them, 
at outlandish prices. In Jeremiah 32: 
37, 43, 44, we read: “Behold, I will 
gather them (the Jews) out of all 
countries, whither I have driven them 
in mine anger, and in my fury, and in 
great wrath; and I will bring them 
again into this place (Palestine), and 
I will cause them to dwell safely: And 
fields shall be bought in this land 
(Palestine), whereof you say, It is 
desolate without man or beast; Men 
shall buy fields for money, and sub- 
scribe evidences, and seal them, and 
take witnesses in the land of Benja- 
min, and in the places about Jerusa- 
lem, and in the cities of Judah, and 
in the cities of the mountains, and in 
the cities of the valley, and in the 
cities of the south; for I will cause 
their captivity to return, saith the 
Lord.” 

Then is their return to Jerusalem 
not the work of the Lord? Are the 
Jews taking land from the Arabs? No, 
they are not. They have paid for all 
the land they are using. The Jews have 
greatly improved Palestine. They have 
built railroads, good highways, canals, 
and modern cities, and have done 
many things to conserve the water 
supplies. On Mount Scopus is a great 
Jewish university. What language are 
they teaching their children? Ancient 
Hebrew. Why? Because in Zephaniah 
3:9, we read: “For then will I turn to 
the people (Jews) a pure language, 
that they may all call upon the name 
of the Lord, to serve him with one con- 
sent.” 

The Jews are Christ’s chosen people 
and the apple of His eye. In Zechariah 
2:8, we read: “For thus saith the Lord 
of hosts; After the glory hath he sent 
me unto the nations which spoiled 
you; for he that toucheth you touch- 
eth the apple of his eye.” 

The Battle of Armageddon will be 
Gentile against Jew. Zechariah 14:1, 2: 
“Behold, the day of the Lord cometh, 
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and thy spoil shall be divided in the 
midst of thee. For I will gather all na- 
tions against Jerusalem to battle; and 
the city shall be taken, and the houses 
rifled, and the women ravished; and 
half of the city shall go forth into cap- 
tivity, and the residue of the people 
shall not be cut off from the city.” 
Joel 3:1, 2: “For, behold, in those days, 
and in that time, when I shall bring 
again the captivity of Judah and Jeru- 
salem, I will also gather all nations, 
and will bring them down into tl.e 
valley of Jehoshaphat, and will plead 
with them there for my people (Jews) 
and for my heritage Israel, whom they 
have scattered among the nations, and 
parted my land.” Zechariah 12:3: 
“And in that day I will make Jerusa- 
lem a burdensome stone for all people: 
all that burden themselves with it 
shall be cut in pieces, though all the 
people of the earth be gathered to- 
gether against it.” 

There will be many Jews saved dur- 
ing the tribulation period, but not all, 
for in Revelation 7:4, we read: “And I 
heard the number of them which were 
sealed: and there were sealed an 
hundred and forty and four thousand 
of all the tribes of the children of

Saul of Tarsus had his vision on 
the Damascus road, and instantly the 
persecutor of the Church was trans- 
formed into a hero of the cross of 
Christ. Years afterwards he told 
Agrippa, “I was not disobedient to 
the heavenly vision.” Thus it was al- 
so with Isaiah. From the moment he 
saw it, he was a transformed man. 
So shall we turn our hearts to that 
transforming vision with a prayer 
that we too shall behold the King 
and see the Lord in His power and 
glory. 

WHEN UZZIAH DIED 

I want you to notice first that the 
vision came in the year that King 
Uzziah died. Uzziah had, for the 
most part, been a good man. His one 
great sin of life had been his attempt 
to usurp the priestly function and 
office, but he had been a true friend 
to the prophet. Undoubtedly Isaiah 
had learned to lean on the king and 
to seek for his guidance and his 
cooperation in the affairs of his 
ministry. Then Uzziah the king died 
and Isaiah the prophet was left alone. 
That was the year the vision came. 
What a mistake it is to trust the 
arm of flesh. We go astray like sheep 
because of our tendency to follow 
one another. We are taught in the 
Word to respect and honor sanctified 


leadership but not to trust in it as 
the source of our inspiration and 
strength. It is wrong to lean too hard 
on any Uzziah. Sometimes God takes 
them away in order that we may see 
the Lord. 


Some time ago I read a story, It was 
of a man who had possessed wealth 
and, to some extent, fame. He was a 
broker. When his wife died and left 
him childless he plunged into the 
business world and gave everything 
he had to the search for wealth and 
gain. He rose early and worked late. 
Many friends sought his advice and 
acted on his ideas. Then came the 
crash of 1929. This man lost all. He 
was an honest man: he paid his debts 
as far as he was able. Then he dis- 
appeared from his office and the 
streets saw him no more. Men won- 
dered where he was. They looked for 
him but looked in vain. Then one 
day news came that he was living in 
a little cottage somewhere in Maine. 
Some of his friends decided they 
would like to visit him; they thought 
perhaps they could get together and 
give him a new start in business, so 
one day a group went to find him. 
They found him all right. He was in 
a garden by a little coitage he called 
home. He was among the roses, and 
he was singing to himself, un_on- 
scious of the fact that friends were 
near, and this is what he was sing- 
ing, “I come to the garden alone, 
while the dew is still on the roses; 
and the voice I hear falling on my 
ear, the Son of God discloses.” The 
friends could hardly believe what 
they saw. He told his story. It was 
that he had found Christ. Money had 
been his king, but when Uzziah died 
he saw the Lord. His friends made 
their proposition. They told him trey 
wanted to set him on the road to 
wealth. He answered and said, “I was 
never wealthier than I am now. When 
you thought I was rich I was poor. 
You call me poor now but I am richer 
then you all. You cannot ask me to 
go back to poverty, for I have found 
all my heart’s desire, which has come 
to me through Christ.” His friends 
did not understand him. They left 
him in his rose garden where he could 
sing, “And He walks with me and 
He talks with me, and He tells me 
I am His own; and the joy we share 
as we tarry there, none other has 
ever known.” 


THE TRANSFORMATION 
In the year that king Uzziah died 
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he saw the Lord. Sometimes it takes 
a good-bye by the side of an open 
grave to make us think of the home 
over there. Sometimes it takes the 
taking away of things we have held 
dear to make us turn our eye toward 
a hill called Calvary, and find there 
a man who died in our siead. I do 
not say that only those people iind 
the Christ who have witnessed the 
death of their Uzziahs. You may iind 
him that way, it’s true, but perhaps 
it is only when you refuse to let go 
of the arm of flesh, It is only when 
you put your Uzziah ‘before the Lord. 
But when you do find Him who is 
the Lover of your soul, you forget 
the tears you shed at the funeral of 
your Uzziah, in the joy of the morn- 
ing you meet your Savior. It took 
this transforming vision of the Lord 
to make the prophet the man God 
wanted him to be. For the vision did 
two things for Isaiah. First, it re- 
vealed the Lord in His holiness and 
glory. We must see Jesus before we 
can really know Him. Isaiah thought 
he knew Him before the vision, but 
the record reveals he did not. He 
knew about Him. Men today who 
know the least about our Savior 
teach in seminaries and preach irom 
city pulpits. They have never seen 
Jesus. They have seen the Bible but 
have never seen its Christ. Tney :-ave 
seen the Greek text but they have 
never looked into the eyes of the 
man the Greeks came to see when 
they said, “Sirs, we would see Jesus.’ 
They have delved into the Hebrew, 
but they have never heard the voice 
of the incarnate God who came to 
the Jews to be their Paschal Lamb. 
For the first time in all his life, 
Isaiah saw the Lord. From that hour 
he was a new man. From that vision 
he was transformed by its glory until 
a new prophet was born in its radi- 
ance. It was the pivot upon which his 
whole life turned. It was the hinges 
of the door that led to the most 
marvelous revelation given to any 
man before Jesus was born in Bethle- 
hem of Judea. 
THE NEW PREACHER 

No man can see himself until he 
sees Jesus. It takes the revelation of 
the holiness of Jesus to reveal to man 
his own sinful heart. That is why it 
was such a great day in the life of 
the prophet. That was why the vis‘on 
transformed him. He saw the Lord as 
He really was, and not as perchance 
Isaiah had supposed him to be. The 
best way to know about Jesus is to 
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know the Christ Himself. The only 
way to understand the grace and 
glory of His presence is by the reve- 
lation He gives to the human heart 
of Himself. The vision was real. We 
need that vision. When we receive it 
the Christ of history will become, the 
Christ we need and love today. The 
ages have come and gone but He is 
the eternal and unchanging Friend. 
It is a grand day in anyone’s life 
when he can say, “In the year I 
ceased to trust in the arm of flesh, 
I saw the Lord.” Remember Mary in 
the garden. It was the first Easter 
morning and her broken heart had 
not grasped it. It was the resurrection 
morning and she had come to anoint 
death. Imagine trying to anoint a 
corpse on the Easter daybreak of a 
resurrection morning. She saw the 
garden and she wept. She saw the 
angel and still she cried. She saw the 
stone rolled away but that did not 
roll away her tears. She saw an empty 
tomb but her heart was just as emp- 
ty. She saw the wine press and felt 
that her heart had been crushed un- 
til it bled more than the grapes. Then 
she saw Jesus. It was her transform- 
ing vision. The tears turned to pearls 
and the sobs merged into the hallelu- 
jah chorus of joy. She saw Jesus and 


_the sight of Him so transformed her 


that she was lifted from the deepest 
depths of heartbreak to the highest 
heights of praise. In the year that 
Mary was dying of a broken heart, 
she saw the Lord. The Lord is nigh 
unto them that are of a broken heart. 

We can never forget the story of 
the closed doors and the upper room. 
Every man in that room loved Jesus; 
but one loved the Christ that used 
to be. To him He was no more. Poor 
Thomas! To him Jesus was dead. To 
him the blessed Lord was just a 
memory. Just like so many people in 
the day in which we live. You have 
heard them. “Once upon a time,” they 
tell you, “lived a man named Jesus. 
He used to heal the sick and make 
the blind eyes to see. Once He walked 
a Jericho road and made a blind 
beggar happy. In the days of long 
ago,” they tell you, “He made devils 
tremble by the word of His power, 
and liberated slaves who were bound 
by the shackles of sin and disease, 
but no more.” But the heart that 
sees the Lord will know that He is a 
living Lord. He will jump over the 
cold formalities of worship, leap over 
the doctrine that is taught by many, 
and that vision will transform his 


life and he will fall at His feet in 
worship. 
THE INWARD LOOK 

Then again I would remind you 
that when we see the Lord we begin 
to see ourselves. You see yourself as 
you really are, and not as you thought 
you were, Many try to reach success 
by condemnation, and by dragging 
some one over the coals; but even my 
Lord did not come into the world ‘to 
condemn it. He came to save it. 
Have we noticed the appeals in the 
ministry of Jesus? Gospel minus con- 
demnation. “Come unto me,” He said, 
“and I will give you rest.” With what 
great tenderness He approached the 
sinner. That is what horrified the 
Pharisees. To think He would eat in 
a sinners house! The best way to 
get sinners saved is to lift up Jesus, 
for more people are drawn than 
scared. When a sinner looks at Jesus 
he does not need a slam-bang sermon 
to convince him he is a sinner. He 
knows it. He sees his own sinfulness, 
and I will tell you why. 

THE LIGHT THAT REVEALS 

It takes the light of the presence of 
Jesus to reveal the evil in the heart. 
Unless the light is there, the sinner 
is content to remain in his sins. Sin 
is only recognized as sin when the 
light of the holiness of the Lord is 
turned upon it. Don’t tell the man 
in the dark that his face is dirty. 
You can preach about the dirty face 
for hours, but the best way is to give 
the sinner a mirror and turn the 
light on. Then he will see what the 
light reveals. Isaiah could have heard 
many sermons, but it was when he 
saw the Lord high and lifted up and 
sitting on a throne that he said, “Woe 
is me.” I would remind you that Isa- 
iah saw the Lord on a throne and 
that is where He belongs. He wants 
to be King of our heart and life. 
If He cannot be King OF ALL, He will 
not be King AT ALL. 


HIS CONFESSION 

Then out of his innermost being 
there poured his confession. “Woe is 
me! for I am undone.” That is what 
self always says when it stands in 
the light of the holiness of the Lord. 
That is what good deeds, good works, 
and moral living, the self-contained 
and _ self-satisfied will always cry 
when at last the glory of the Lord 
fills the temple. Remember Isaiah, 
sinner. He was a prophet of the Lord. 
He was perhaps self-satisfied. But

For a number of years, the cause of 
Fundamentalism has been most prop- 
erly defined and upheld by such stal- 
warts of the faith as Dr. W. B. Riley 
and Dr. Paul Rood. Their work, how- 
ever, was largely confined to confer- 
ences and literature that presented the 
truths of Fundamentalism without 
thinking of any concerted action in 
any organizational way. 

Three or four years ago, a number 
of Fundamentalists began to feel that 
an aggressive type of organization was 
needed in order to unitedly combat the 
rising forces of Modernism and its 
kindred evils in the land. The result 


of this feeling was manifested in the’ 


coming into being of two groups: one 
called “The Americar Council of 
Christian Churches,” and the other 
called “The National Association of 
Evangelicals,” or the “NAE.” 

There were in each group so many 
men whom I greatly admired and con- 
sidered personal friends, that I felt 
unable to reach a decision as to which 
group to join, or whether to join eith- 
er. I attended meetings held by each 
group, and read the periodical put out 
by each group, and tried to be open- 
minded in regard to the value in the 
promotion of the true cause of Funda- 
mentalism as manifested by each 
group. The result of this has been 
that a little over a year ago I applied 
for membership in the NAE, and was 
accepted by them. 

The reason for making this decision 
is of enough importance to explain to 
the members of the church of which 
I have the honor to be the pastor, as 
well as to explain to the large congre- 
gation of radio listeners who are vital- 
ly interested in these same matters. 

The attitude of each of these groups 
toward the Federal Council of Church- 
es of Christ in America is practically 
the same. Neither group feels that the 
Federal Council properly represents 
those who accept the Bible as the 
Christian’s infallible guide to faith and 
practice. The “Christian Herald,” edi- 
torially, ‘has ‘given a very discerning 
analysis of the difference between the 
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Federal Council and true evangelicals. 


“The Federal Council is the liberal 
wing of American Protestanism; these 
Evangelicals (speaking primarily of 
the NAE) are the conservative wing. 
The Federal Council approached the 
pressing problems of our day first, 
seeking the Christian solution second. 
The Evangelicals at Minneapolis re- 
peatedly suggested the over-all cura- 
tive powers of orthodox Christian 
faith first, then enumerated the prob- 
lems against which that cure had to 
be applied.” 

How true this is: Modernism looks 
at all the problems of the world, and 
then attempts to interpret the Bible 
so as to fit into those problems. Fun- 
damentalism takes the Bible literally 
and proclaims to the world that its 
only hope is to allow itself to be fitted 
into God’s truth. And since the 
modernistic approach to world prob- 
lems is made through the Federal 
Council of Churches, then it is cer- 
tainly important that the fundamen- 
talist approach have a unified pro- 
gram that will present the true Bibli- 
cal attitude to these same world prob- 
lems. ‘ 

The most discerning and best docu- 
mented appraisal of the failure of the 
Federal Council of Churches to repre- 
sent Bible believers is a booklet by 
Dr. J. Elwin Wright, Executive Secre- 
tary of the NAE, entitled, “Death in 
the Pot.” I can only take the space to 
quote just one paragraph from this 
booklet. 

On page five we read, 

“In presenting the case against the 
Council we shall speak plainly but not 
with rancor .... That the Federal 
Council includes in its constituency 
the whole gamut of theological con- 
viction and speculation, from those 
who are evangelical to those who 
are Unitarian in belief, will be denied 
by no one familar with the truth. 
That it is hopelessly herevical and 
committed to the destruction of evan- 
gelical faith, we shali endeavor to 
prove. That in the process of achieving 
its objectives it proposes to create a 
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super-organization of oppression and 
repression, we are convinced.” 

Although this is the official pro- 
nouncement of the NAE regarding its 
attitude toward the Federal Council, 
yet there has arisen a feeling among 
certain brethren that they should in 
some way associate the NAE with the 
Federal Council, or at least minimize 
its opposition to the Federal Council. 
Any who might desire a copy of this 
booklet may obtain it by writing to 
Irwin W. McLean, 820 Transportation 
Building, Detroit, Michigan. 

When I saw that such giants of 
Fundamentalism as Dr. W. B. Riley, 
Dr. Paul Rood, Dr. Paul Rees, Bishop 





Leslie R. Marston and others of un- 
challenged orthodoxy were uniting 
with the NAE, then I realized that the 
charge of “compromise” and “pussy- 
footing” with liberalism was certainly 
unfounded. : 

One year ago (May 1945) and this 
year (May 1946), I had the privilege of 
meeting with various committees of 
the NAE. To my great satisfaction, I 
discovered that this was not just a 
negative movement, emphasizing the 
things that they were against; but 
that it was a positive movement, em- 
phasizing some of the things that 
Fundamentalists could do in UNITED 
EVANGELICAL ACTION. (This, by 
the way, is the name of thejr official 
publication.) 
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I discovered that they approved and 
endorsed a group of men and women 
who were organizing a new “National 
Sunday School Association” whose 
purpose is to “Revitalize the Sunday 
School.” The “Christian Herald” says 
of this group, “Highly dissatisfied with 
current lesson materials now being put 
in the hands of the average church 
school teacher (lessons, by the way, 
that are prepared by a lesson commit- 
tee acting in harmony with the Feder- 
al Council of Churches), they plan to 
publish their own Bible-centered uni- 
form Sunday School series. If this 
group can produce materials that are 
well written, and attractively printed, 
they may capture the field.” Certainly 
it is about time that Sunday School 
lessons, chosen so as to TEACH THE 
BIBLE, should be obtained from some 
other source than the group that rep- 
resents Unitarianism, Modernism, and 
other forms of perverted Christianity. 


I discovered that they had a Wash- 
ington office to look after the needs of 
missionaries in their relationship with 
the State Department, and other 
Governmental agencies. This office 





has assisted over 350 missionaries dur- 
ing the past year in obtaining pass- 
ports, visas, etc. This office gladly 
serves any reputable, evangelical mis- 
sionary agency or society, even some 
who have bitterly opposed the NAE. 

I discovered that they were working 
through well-known, evangelical, mis- 
sionary channels in Europe for the 
distribution of clothes and other need- 
ed materials, so that gifts from Ameri- 
can Protestants would not be present- 
ed in the name of the Roman Catholic 
Church; and that they are now de- 
veloping a concentrated ration for dis- 
tribution among _ starving people 
through evangelical agencies. 

I discovered that they endorsed the 
National Religious Broadcasters. This 
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organization is not saying very much 
for publicity purposes, but they have 
very valuable contacts with those 
through whom we can confidently ex- 
pect help in bringing to an end the 
unfair treatment, in many instances, 
of evangelical programs. ; 

I discovered that they are establish- 
ing a New York office to act asa 
clearing house through which mis- 
sionaries will be able to buy supplies at 
wholesale, and thus save several hun- 
dred dollars per year for each mission- 
ary whose equipment is bought 
through this office. 

I discovered other activities also, but 
too many to mention here. Practically 
EVERY ONE OF THESE ACTIVITIES, 
HOWEVER, ARE IN ACTIVE OPPOSI- 
TION AGAINST THE ATTEMPTS OF 
THE FEDERAL COUNCIL OF 
CHURCHES TO DOMINATE PROTES- 
TANTISM. 

I also discovered, much to my satis- 
faction, that there were no public de- 
nunciations of the American Council 
of Christian Churches, nor have I ever 
seen anything in print against the 
American Council. This does not mean 
necessarily, that there never has been 
anything, but it has never come to my 
attention. The NAE has been too busy 
with a constructive program, to spend 
its time denouncing persons and or- 
ganizations of like common faith, who 
do not happen to see eye to eye with 
them in every detail of organization. 

This last paragraph probably reveals 
the main reason for my uniting with 
the NAE. I have the most profound 
admiration for a great number of the 
members of the American Council. 
Especially among the members of the 
General Association of Regular Bap- 
tists do I count many personal friends. 
As a matter of fact, I have much more 
blessed fellowship in meetings of the 
GARB, than I do with any Baptist As- 
sociation AT PRESENT in existence. 
The rank and file, especially among 
the young men of the above mentioned 
groups, are heartbroken, as I am, over 
the fact that some of the American 
Council, especially in their printed 
proclamations, are often antagonistic 
to those of like common faith, who do 
not take the same position with them 
as to certain denominational affilia- 
tions. 

Isn’t it too bad, that uncompromis- 
ing Fundamentalists, but who do not 
exactly agree on the best methods cf 
combating infidelity both inside and 
outside of the Church, should spend sv 
much time criticising each other, in- 
stead of combining their efforts

against the common foe? I am not 
supporting the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention and I do not believe there is 
any hope that I ever will, but that is 
no reason for me to say that there are 
no sincere Fundamentalists in the 
Convention who honestly believe that 
the time may come when they can 
purge the Convention of its apostasy. 

The Army and Navy of the United 
States do not agree on a lot of tactical 
subjects connected with warfare, but 
they united their forces when there 
was a common foe and won great vic- 
tories. 

Isn’t it about time that we listen to 
the words of Jesus again? James and 
John, the sons of thunder, were in- 
tent upon reproving some unknown 
witness to the Lord Himself because he 
refused to unite with them in doing it. 
Jesus said, “Forbid him not: for he 
that is not against us, is for us.” 

Some of the finest, most devout, 
most evangelical, most uncompromis- 
ing missionaries we met in Pan-Ameri- 
ca, were working under the Presby- 
terian Board of Foreign Missions. I am 
thinking of Captain Taylor of Mexico; 
Missionary Allen, the best loved and 
most respected missionary in Colom- 
bia; and others. We also met several 
very poor excuses for real Spirit- 
filled missionaries, who were represen- 
tatives of the most orthodox societies. 

The Michigan Branch of the NAE is 
planning to form a circuit of Bible 
Conferences throughout the State to 
nromote the cause of fundamentalism. 
We have written well-known Bible- 
teachers, some of whom are associated 
with the American Council, some with 
the NAE, and some not associated with 
either group. As a matter of fact, we 
never thought of drawing any lines ex- 
cept upon the basis of recognized 
Fundamentalism. Imagine our surprise 
when our invitation was turned down 
by several members of the American 
Council, because they could not have 
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SPIRITUAL REFRESHING IN 
MEXICO 
It was 3:30 p.m. on Tuesday, Janu- 
ary 21, when Brother Vessie D. Har- 
grave, Superintendent of Latin Amer- 
ica, and your writer left San Antonio, 


Texas, en route to Ciudad Obregon in: 


the State of Sonora, Mexico. 
We were to cross the “Border” at

Nogales, Arizona, which is approxi- 
mately 950 miles west of San Antonio. 
Taking Highway U. S. 90, we passed 
through the little town of Uvalde, an 
obscure west Texas community which 
became well-known because of its fa- 
vorite son, John Nance Garner, for- 
mer Vice-President of the United 
States. We decided to stop for a chat 
with Mr. Garner. I rang the door bell 
and waited for someone to answer. To 
my utter surprise when the door 
opened Mr. Garner himself greeted us 
warmly after formal introductions. 
The conversation went something like 
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this: “Good afternoon, Mr. Garner 
(handing him my card). Brinsfield is 
my name and this is Mr. Hargrave. We 
are ministers of the gospel en route to 
Mexico and, like all other Americans, 
have read about you considerably and 
wanted to stop by and visit you for a 
moment.” To which he answered, “I 
am always glad to meet good Ameri- 
cans.” 

Mr. Garner then introduced the sub- 
ject of American-Mexican relations 
and stated that they were now very 
amicable and that he hoped we could 
assist that good cause by our mission- 
ary activities. The former Vice-Presi- 
dent then told of his personal experi- 
ence with his Mexican employees and 
of his efforts to help them raise their 
standards of living on his Uvalde, 
Texas, estate. It was a pleasant chat. 
Mr. Garner was apparently enjoying 
good health and maintaining a live 
interest in America, and its interna- 
tional affairs. 

After hours of traveling through the 
Sierra Blanca (White Mountain) sec- 
tion, we came to El Paso and soon en- 
tered the State of New Mexico. Then, 
after reaching Douglas, Arizona, we 
had the honor of spending the night 
in the home of our veteran Mexican 
evangelist, Mary W. Atkinson. God met 
with us in our prayers and discussions 
concerning the activities of the Church 
of God in the Republic of Mexico. Sis- 
ter Atkinson prayed for us and the 
success of the convention in Obregon. 
Her prayers were answered. 

God, in His marvelous grace and 
mercy, allowed your writer to become 
a Christian, to be sanctified by the 
precious blood of Christ, filled with 
the Holy Spirit, then to become a 
member of the Church of God twenty- 
four years ago, and, in attending con- 
ventions through these many years, it 
has been my privilege to enjoy great 
spiritual visitations, but this conven- 
tion in Northwest Mexico was one of 
the very best that I ever witnessed. 


We had traveled 350 miles by car over 
rugged terrain after leaving Nogales, 
Arizona, at which point we crossed in- 
to Old Mexico. The last 150 miles was 
over the Mountain Route through the 
semi-civilized and unevangelizecd Ya- 
qui Indian territory. These Indians 
have really never been completely na- 
tionalized by the Republic of Mexico. 
The present status is one of mutual 
tolerance, but the Government has sol- 
diers garrisoned at different points to 
assist in maintaining the present 
somewhat amicable understanding. To 
say the least, this road was almost im- 
passable and when we finally arrived 
in Ciudad, Obregon, we were practical- 
ly exhausted. Upon entering the build- 
ing, God made His presence so real 
that fatigue was forgotten. The build- 
ing was filled to capacity. I do not 
mean in the general way which we 
describe a building, with each avail- 
able seat occupied. This building was 
packed with people standing so that 
we could hardly get down the aisle to 
the platform. Brother Fernando Gon- 
zalez, overseer of Mexico, preached 
after we had greeted the convention. 
Hundreds of people came to the altar 
seeking God in the old-time way. Many 
prayed through and were filled with 
the Holy Ghost. There were more than 
fifty souls baptized in the Spirit ac- 
cording to Acts 2:4 during this con- 
vention. 

To our surprise, we found that Broth- 
er Howard D. Statum, overseer of 
Idaho; Brother Lemuel Johnson, over- 
seer of Washington State; and Broth- 
er Statum’s daughter were visitors for 
a short time at this great spiritual 
meeting. They left feeling that God 
had granted them an outstanding fa- 
vor by permitting them to attend the 
convention. These good Christian lead- 
ers were an inspiration to their fellow 
Christians SOUTH OF THE BORDER. 

Vessie D. Hargrave, the _ efficient 
charitable Superintendent of the 
Church of God in Latin America, and 
I enjoyed the business sessions with 
the splendid corps of ministers and 
workers.

her. About three months before her 
death, she preached her last sermon, 
and a few days later was confined to 
her bed.

Let us put the Lord where Isaiah 
saw Him—high and lifted up, with 
the GLORY filling the temple.
